It  cannot  be  determined  which  of  these  three  daughters 

is  our  ancestor,  as  the  family  tree  of  Maharschal 

(see  the  appendix  of  Anton  Lourie's  book  "Die  Familie 

Lourie  (Louria)"  Vienna,  1023)  starts  only  about  nine 

generations  later.   Maharschal  ,  though,  wrote  in  his 

own  hand  in  his  Yichuslet ter : - 

"...I,  Schalomo  Luria  attest  this,  as  I  have 
heard  already  from  my  parents  and  grandparents  that 
they  possessed  knowledge  according  to  which  our  row 
of  ancestors  stretched  to  Raschi.   It  was  so  recor- 
ded in  the  Yichusbook  which  belonged  1.0  cne  r*o 
famous  learned  men,  M.  Jochanan  Luria  and  his  brother, 
my  Great-grandfather  on  ny  father's  side  (M.  Jechiel 
Luria),  who  was  gathered  to  his  fathers  in  the  com- 
munity of  Brest  in  Lithuania  in  order  to  shine  in 
the  light  of  life." 

A  ?till  rarer  Yichusletter  was  therefore  already  lost 
in  the  15th  Century.
